Washington, Deo. 16.—Ex*Secretary 
. crate John W. Foster, who, w hile a 
-.ember of the H arrison cabinet, nego 
Bated the first treaty annexing Hawaii 
lithe United States, and who has siuoe 
visited the islands and taken much in* 
tereit in their acquisition, when asked 
to the status of the annexation ques­ 
tion, said: 
••The opponents in congress of Ha­ 
waiian annexation w ill not have dis­ 
c e d of the question by voting against 
Sd detention tole 
measure. 
They 
Bust decide w hat ehall be the polioy 
and conduct of the U nited States 
towards the islands for the futuro. 
Having refused the applicat on of 
the island governm ent for incorpora­ 
tion into our Union, each un act nec­ 
essarily carried w ith it the right of I he 
former to determ ine its own political 
destiny uninfluenced by considerations 
atle ti mr the U nited States. 
-But >uch a coarse w oald present 
em barrassm ents to congress of no small 
nouient. 
During the last admmis- 
(ration of President Cleveland 
the 
house 
of 
representatives 
resolved, 
'That foreign intervention in the politi­ 
cal affairs of the islands w ill not be re­ 
garded with indifference by the govern­ 
ment of the U nited S tates.’ During 
the game session the senate, by a anan!* 
rn ooh vote, went a step further and de­ 
clared that, ‘Any intervention in the 
political affairs of these islands by any 
government will be regarded as an act 
anfrieudly to the U nited States.’ These 
utterances were in line w ith the pol cy 
of our governm ent for 50 years, but it 
is possible and com petent for congress 
to change the policy of the government 
at any time. 
Its rejection of annex­ 
ation would in effect nullify the dec­ 
laration, but there would 
still 
be 
another serious em barrassm ent to be 
4ispo-ed of, to w it, the reciprocity 
treaty. It would be easy to annul the 
•ommercial clauses of th a t convention, 
and that would be in harm ony w ith the 
views long cherished by m any of our 
public men, but the political clauses of 
that treaty present a different question. 
“They are two in num ber : First, a 
stipulation on the part of Hawaii not 
to lease, dispose of or create any lieu 
upon any port, harbor or other terri­ 
tory to any other governm ent; and, 
second, to grant to the U nited States 
the exclusive right to Pearl 
River 
harbor as a coaling and naval station. 
The first of 
these political clauses 
might term inate w ith the treaty, aud 
after the rejection of 
annexation it 
would be inconsistent on our part to in- 
list upon its m aintenance. 
The second 
cia ise, however, is held by the senators 
who ratified the treaty to be a pernut- 
aent grant. 
The denunciation of the 
rec prooity treaty w oald still leave us 
wita the grant of Pearl harbor. 
It ah 
the only place suitable for a naval 
station in those islands or anywhere 
within a radius of 3,006 miles. 
W hat­ 
ever may be the sentim ent of the 
American people as to annexation, I 
doubt whether any considerable body 
«f them would approve of the sur­ 
render of this very valuable station for 
our growing navy and for which we 
have caid so dear a price in our reci­ 
procity arrangem ent. 
And yet w ith 
the rejection of annexation, we must 
look forward to the certainty of its 
•ventual surrender, as our occupation 
would be impossible w ith the islands 
under the dominion of a powerful gov­ 
ernment. 
“uven if rejected by the U nited 
States it will not be difficult for the 
present Haw aiian governm ent to suc­ 
cessfully m aintain itself as against 
al opposition. 
For m any years be­ 
fore it was established th e adm inistra­ 
tion of the islands had been in the con­ 
trol of the foreign residents, the native 
rulers being mere puppets in th eir 
bands. The property interests, which 
•fo almost exclusively held by the 
*hite residents and foreigners, will 
rontrol the governm ent so long as it 
Maintains its independence. 
B ut it is 
P‘Mu the islands cannot long m aintain 
their autonomy. 
The m ost threaten­ 
ing present danger is from Japan. 
. hat country m ay be perfectly sincere 
in no declaration th at it does not seek 
toe annexation of the islands, but the 
jum nt of events, if not checked, will 
lead inevitably to th a i result. 
The 
•Porat ion of the existing im m igration 
as interpreted by Japan, w ill 
•ooh bring about the suprem acy of the 
Japanese in the islands. 
The authori­ 
ses of the republic and th e empire are 
on!* at iR8Ue8 M to this treaty. 
It re­ 
cures no prophet to foresee w hich con* 
«f?cllon 0f l t will prevail, if the isl­ 
ands are not annexed to the U nited 
Wes or some other pow erttoes not in- 
•Were.

Mr. Seward, one of the most fa r­ 
sighted of our statesmen, declared in 
the senate half a century ag o : 'The 
Pacific ocean, its shores/ its islands, 
and the vast regions beyond, will be­ 
come the chief theater of events in the 
world's 
great hereafter.’ 
Possessed 
w ith this idea, he brought into our 
Union the vast outlying territory of 
Alaska, and sought the annexation of 
Hawaii, but the tim e was not then 
propitious. 
His prophecy is becoming 
a reality today in the wonderful devel­ 
opment of the commerce of tho Pacific. 
The opportunity which he sought in 
order to (rive our country supremacy in 
this vast trade will be thrown away 
and transferred to cur greatest rival if 
We reject annexation now.**

W ashington, Dec. 16.—The proceed­ 
ings of the senate were enlivened by 
an interesting debate upon the bill pre­ 
sented by the foreign relations commit­ 
tee providing for the prohibition of 
pelagic sealing by Amer cans. 
The 
provisions of the measure were ex­ 
plained by Mr. Davis, chairm an of the 
committee, w ho said that it wax in aid 
of negotiations now pending among 
the 
representatives of tho 
United 
States, Great 
Britain, 
Russia 
and 
Japan. 
Mr. Pettigrew (S. 1).) sharply 
antagonized the measure, saying th at 
this country had already suffered more 
than enough hum iliation on account of 
the seal business and that he favored 
the settlement of the question by kill­ 
ing all the seals as they appeared at 
the rookeries of the Pribyloff islands, 
if by the 1st of June next Great Brit­ 
ain also had not agreed to a prohibi­ 
tion of pelagii sealing. 
He offered an 
am endm ent to that effect, but it was 
defeated. 
The bill was passed by a 
vote of ii? to 14. 
Mr. McBride (Or.) endeavored to se­ 
cure the adoption of his resolution di­ 
recting the secretary of war to supply 
relief to the sufferiug miners in the 
Klondike 
region 
aud appropriating 
$260,000 for that purpose, but the bill 
was recommitted. The session dosed 
with a spir ted civil service debate upon 
the bill presented by the census com­ 
m ittee providing for the appointment 
of a director of census and 32 em- 
ployes. who should form the skeleton 
of an office force for the tw elfth cen­ 
sus. 
Mr. Lodge (Mass.) made an ex­ 
tended speech advocating the applica­ 
tion of the civil service law to the cen­ 
sus office employment.

W ashington, Dec. 16.—In response 
to an inqnirv from Senator Dodge, 
Hon. Carroll fa. W right, oommifcsioner 
of labor, has w ritten a detailed esti­ 
m ate of the saving that would have 
occurred in the compilation of the last 
census had the census office at that 
time been under the civil service. The 
inquiry 
from 
Senator 
Lodge 
was 
prompted by the statem ent recently 
made by Mr. W right that $.',000,000 
would have been saved by this arrange­ 
ment. 
The estimate given tends to 
show that in reality this saving would 
have amounted to nearer $*,250,000. 
The comparisons is based on the work 
of the census bureau and that of the 
departm ent of labor, the latter under 
the civil service. 
Tables are given by 
Commissioner W right showing the co-t 
per 1,000 ems of collecting m atter in 
the field, of preparing ic in the office 
and of printing, engraving and bind- 
iue 
He holds th at there is enough 
sim ilarity in the work of the two de­ 
partm ents to make this comparison 
hold good in actual practice. 
The results may be summarized as 
follows: 
. 
The total < ost of the census work, ex­ 
clusive of printing and binding, had it 
been carried on under the civil service, 
would have been *3,639,482 instead of 
$10,016,677, a saving 
of 
$6 421.24a 
while the cost exclusive of field for< e 
and of printing and binding, in other 
words, the e ip e u s e o fth e o fflc e fo n * 
would have been 
$5,670,84/, a saving of $3.3/2,026. 
Mr W right refers to his own experi­ 
ence as the head of the census bureau, 
Raving that the chief executive of the

h ig h e s t grade of service when in addi­ 
tion to hU expert duties he is oontinu- 
3 ? h a ra sssd w ith p la o e h o n te rs.

San F rancisco, Dec. 16.—-Uncertain­ 
ty hi to the fate of the overdue steam er 
Cleveland, which sailed from this port 
Dec. 4 for Seattle, was cleared away by 
the receipt of a tele ram from Captain 
Hall, master of th e ship, addressed to 
tho owner, Captain Charles Nelson of 
th is city. 
From the rather indefinite 
details so far received it appears th at 
toe steamer is a total wreck, on the 
w est coast of Vancouver island, in 
Barclay sound, 12 miles north of Cape 
Beale. 
The steamer broke down during a se­ 
vere store off th© m outh of the Colum* 
b a river. 
u n 
Despite the w arning of Captain Hall, 
who advised the men to stick to the 
ship until she was be ached. *22 men 
launched and m anned the small boats. 
None of these boats have as yet been 
heard from and it is feared they are 
lost, althongh it is po-sible that they 
may have landed on the coast of \ an- 
conver island at some remote point. 
The captain, chief engineer, purser, i 
three sailors and one fireman, who re- ] 
mained on board the Cleveland, m o * *, 
reeded in reaching the shore, through 
tho snrf, safely. 
Two passengers are 
among the missing. 
Tacoma, Dec. 16.—Captain Stephens 
of the British ship W hittleburn, which 
has arrived at Fort Townsend, says : 
“ Three times the W hittleburn was 
blown out of the straits before she suc­ 
ceeded in entering. 
The vessel has 
been pursueu by storms all the way 
across from Shanghai, hut Hhe was 
lightly laden w ith ballast and rode 
through 
the storm 
practically 
u n ­ 
harmed. 
,

“ I never saw such storms in all the 
tim e I have been going to sea. 
“ Twice we were inside of M attery, 
but the gale again drove ha out. 
Mon­ 
day, the heavy southeaster struck us 
and we were driven w ithin two miles 
of Vancouver shore before it suddenly 
changed. 
We had all given up hope of 
ever putt ag foot on laud again. 
I tell 
you, I thanked God when we roached 
i’ort Townsend.”

Captain Stephens believes the Cleve­ 
land was caught in just such a gale 
and that the force of the wind was 
such that it was impossible to tight 
against it. 
“ The Pelican is probably lost, 
said 
Captain Stephens. 
“ I do not believe 
th at she could live through the Rtorm 
th at has been racing on the Pacific 
for the last m onth. 
T h ere is another 
tram p somewhere outside and I wGG*d 
not be surprised to learn that she had 
gone down.”

When presbytery convenes a resolu­ 
tion will be presented asking Mr. Norris 
to explain. It will bring the matter be­ 


f o r e presbytery officially and opens the 
way for action which, a Pittsburg morn- 
iDg paper says, is likely to be pronounced 
and radical. No one has a personal in­ 
terest in the matter, but the presbytery 
believes it has a right to protect its con 
fixations 
The Mt. Washington church will take 
no part in the conflict, but presbytery 
will not allow the formation of another 
Presbyterian church there. The next 
question is whether Mr. Norris will be 
allowed to become the pastor of an in 
dependent church without disturbing 
his relations with his presbytery. 
The question of the doctrine preached 
by Mr. Norris will not enter into the 
disposition of the case. 
It may be of 
the bluest Presbyterian quality, but he 
must find a field for his labors elsewhere 
if he remains a member of the presby­ 
tery. The kindest regard for Mr. Norris 
is expressed, but all believed that as a 
presbytery there was some work in the 
hue of protecting the Mt. Washington 
Presbyterian church which could not be 
longer neglected. Mr. Norris must sub- 
side or go.

Doctor Thomas was in Cuba some ten 
months ago. going there for the express 
carpos of ascertaining the true condo 
L of affairs. 
He paid a visit to Ha- 
nna and the main cities, and made sev­ 
eral trips to the interior, gleaning much 
of his information from the p a cific 
He states that the Spaniards have full 
control in and around the larger cities, 
towns and fortified positions, near the 
gea coast, and can 
hold their own 
gainst the patriots with a compara­ 
tively small force; but that the Cubans 
ba re absolute control in the eastern and 
wegtero interior, where the Spanish 
forces dare not attempt to follow them 
or attempt to give battle. The patriots 
are well armed, and have ample supplies 
of ammunition, while the food supply is 
such in those remote interior points that 
the soldiery can hold out for years if 
necessary. About the cities and villages 
in the interior the suffering of women 


and children is intense, all brought 
about by the infamous edict of Butcher 
Weyler, compelling the country folks, 


under penalty of torture and death, to 
abandon their usual dwelling places. 
Weyler is looked upon, even by the 
Spanish officers, 
as 
a 
blundering 
batcher, without any traits of real gen­ 
eralship. 
The rank and file of the 
Spanish army are brave and intensely 
loyal to their country, but are at a loss 
on account of someone to properly com­ 
mand them. Doctor Thomas believes 


that a leader like Gen. Fitzhugh Lee 
would make all the difference in the 
world to the cause of Spain. The Cu­ 
bans are loyal, brave, and intensely de­ 
voted to the cause they advocate, aud 
they will be satisfied with and accept 
nothing less than absolute, uncondi­ 
tional freedom. Just as soon as they 
understand that the visitor is an Ameri­ 
can, that visitor is sure of the very best 
treatment and warmest consideration. 
Doctor Thomas believes, as a staunch 
Republican, that President McKinley 
made the mistake of his life when he 
failed to recognize the Cubans as 
belligerents. He believes that McKinley 
was misled by the statements and mis­ 
representations of the Spanish states­ 
men and diplomats as to the true condi­ 
tion of affairs, and that the president was 
induced to believe the protestations of 
the Spanish leaders that Cuba was al­ 
ready conquered and her people willing 
to submit to any honorable terms of 
P^nce, when the truth is that the Cubans 
have only commenced to fight and have 
not the most remote thought of laying 
down their arms or of suffering ulti­ 
mate defeat. 
Dr. Thomas further states that his ex­ 
perience convinces him that, if the 
United States had recognized the Cu­ 
bans as belligerents, Uncle Sam woald 
have had nothing further to do in the 
ease, as the smaller republics would 
have followed suit, Cuban bonds eould 
have been floated without difficulty, 
gunboats and armaments would have 
been furnished the patriots, and the 
coant fortifications and Spanish navy 
been wiped from the face of the earth. 
The doctor further asserts that much 
°*the stuff appearing in the newspa­ 
pers of the United States, respecting 
the struggle in Caba, is the veriest bosh, 
lies manufactured from 
the 
whole 
ri°th, made up for the occasion, by re­ 
citers who are constantly reminded, 
r’v letters and telegrams from the jour - 
they represent, that “you must 
^ ve our readers something about Cuba. ’ ’ 
Dr* Thomas states that the treatment 
forded the Cuban women by the 
^banish soldiers is simply infamous, 
*i' n*ible, outrageous, unworthy of civil- 
beings. A Cuban soldier said to 
r Thomas: “You are an American;

Washington, Dec. 16.—In response 
to an inquiry from tveuator Lodge, 
Hon. Carroll b. Wright, commissioner 
of labor, has written a detailed esti­ 
mate of the saving that would have 
occurred in the compilation of the last 
census had the census office at that 
time been under the civil service. The 
inquiry 
from 
Senator 
Lodge 
was 
prompted by the statement recently 
made by Mr. Wright that I '.OOO,OOO 
would have been saved by this arrange­ 
ment. 
The estimate given tends to 
•how that in reality this saving would 
have amounted to nearer $*,*60,000. 
The comparisons is based on the work 
of tbe census bureau and that of the 
department of labor, the latter under 
tne civil service. Tables are given by 
Commissioner Wright showing the co-t 
per 1,000 ems of collecting matter in 
the field, of preparing it in the office 
and of printing, engraving and bind­ 
ing. 
He holds that there is enough 
similarity in the work of the two de­ 
partments to make this comparison 
hold good in actual practice. 
The results may be summarized as 
follows: 
The total < oet of the census work, ex­ 
clusive of printing and binding, had it 
been carried on under the civil service, 
would have been *8,639,482 instead of 
$10,016,677, a saving of IM*1,245, 
while the cost exclusive of field force 
and of printing and binding, in other 
words, the expense of the office force, 
woald have been $2,298,881 instead of 
$5,670,847. a saving of $8,872,025. 
Mr Wright refers to his own experi­ 
ence as the head of the census bureau, 
•aving that the chief executive of the 
office cannot be expected to render the 
highest grade of service when in addi- 
lion ta his expert duties he is continu­ 
ally harassed with place homers.

BIS DAMAGES ASIED. 


Ban F ra n c isc o , Dec. 16.—Uncertain­ 
ty ss to the fate of the overdue steamer 
Cleveland, which tailed from this port 
Dec. 4 for Beati Ie, was cleared away by 
the receipt of a tale ram from Captain 
Hall, master of the ship, addressed to 
the owner, Captain Charles Nelson of 
this city. From the rather indefinite 
details so far received it appears that 
toe steamer is a total wreck, on the 
west coast of Vancouver island, in 
Barclay sound, 12 miles north of Cape 
Beale. 
The steamer broke down during a se­ 
vere store off the mouth of the Coloni- 
b a river. 
Despite the warning of Captain Hall, 
who advised the men to stick to the 
ship until abe was beached. 22 men 
launched and manned the small boats. 
None of these boats have as yet been 
heard from and it is feared they are 
lost. although it is po-*ible that they 
may have landed on the coast of Van­ 
con ver island at some remote point. 
The captain, chief engineer, purser, 
three sailors aud one fireman, who re­ 
mained on bourd tbe Cleveland, suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the shore, through 
the surf. safely. Two passengers are 
among the missing. 
T acoma, Deo. Hi - Captain Stephens 
of the British ship Whittleburn, which 
ha** arrived at Port Townsend, says: 
"Throe times the Whittleburn was 
blown out of the straits before she suc­ 
ceeded in entering. The vessel has 
l.e*u pursued by storms all the way 
across from Shanghai, but she was 
lightly laden with ballast and rode 
through the storm practically un­ 
harmed. 
“I never saw such storms in all the 
time I have been Boing to sea. 
“Twice we were inside of Flattery, 
hut the gale again drove nj out. Mon­ 
day, the heavy -outheaster struck us 
and we were driven within two miles 
of Vanoo.»ver shore before it suddenly 
changed. 
We had all given up hope of 
ever putt ug foot on laud again. I tell 
von. I thanked God when we roached 
Port Townsend.” 
Captain Stephens believes tbe Cleve­ 
land was caught in just such a gale 
aud that the force of the wind was 
such that it was impossible to tight 
against it. 
“The Pelican is probably lost,” said 
Captain Stephens. 
“ I do not believe 
that she could live through tbe storm 
that has been raging on the Pacific 
for the last month. There is another 
tramp somewhere outside and I would 
not be surprised to learn that she had

it* church can have no relation what* 
werto the Pittsburg presbytery and 
gr Norris can have no relation to the 
ae* church while he is a member of his 
prfnbytery. The presbytery has hitherto 
acted in a conservative manner toward 
the whole movement, but now proposes 
loexercise its prerogative as a govern­ 
ing body aud lay down the law to all 
loo cerned. 
When presbytery convenes a resolu­ 
tion will be presented asking Mr. Norris 
lo explain. It will bring the matter be­ 
fore presbytery officially and opens the 
way for action which, a Pittsburg morn­ 
ing paper says, is likely to be pronounced 
and radical. No one bas a personal in­ 
terest in the matter, but the presbytery 
believes it has a right to protect its con­ 
gregations 
The Mt. Washington church will take 


no part in the conflict, bnt presbytery 


will not allow the formation of another 
Presbyterian church there. The next 


question is whether Mr. Norris will be 
allowed to become the pastor of an in­ 


dependent church without disturbing 
his relations with his presbytery. 
The question of the doctrine preached 
br Mr. Norris will not enter into the 
disposition of the case. It may be oi' 
the bluest Presbyterian quality, bnt he 
mint find a field for his labors elsewhere 
if he remains a member of the presby 
lery.

The Cook loc of .Harken. 
Maikt.ii is u lonely islet on the Dutch 
count, which of Into years bas been vis­ 
ited by a crowd of strangers who be­ 
lieve in going to places out of the ordi­ 
nary stereotyped lines of travel. It is a 
flat, fertile island, aud the people pre­ 
serve much of the simple manners aud 
frugal habits of two aud three centuries 
ugo. The obi style of wooden shoes are 
worn and make the village streets us 
noitrv us a stone crusher.. They have old 
fashioned kitchens in their homes, with 
goodly fireplaces, and also little clay 
stoves, in w filch charcoal is used for 
fuel. In a few there ore stoves which 
burn coal, but these are a rarity. The 
good housewives preserve foods accord­ 
ing to recipes which have been kept as 
heirlooms. Some of the preparations 
are very delicious. They treat fish in an 
odd manner. The fish is tborongbly 
scraped, split aud cleaned, put into a 
pot with salt, niter, vinegar and spices, 
including cinnamon, clove, bay leaves, 
laurel, peppercorns, mustard and cay­ 
enne. Moro fishes are added until the 
pot is almost full, when it is put iu a 
storeroom and covered with an earthen­ 
ware cover. 
It stands until it is thoroughly sous­ 
ed. which is known by the bones becom­ 
ing soft through the dissolving of the 


l i m e by the vinegar. When this stage 
is reached, the fish are removed with 
great care and put into smaller crocks 
or jars and are then covered with a fluid 
made from water, vinegar, oil, the 
spices mentioned, onion, leek and some­ 
times a cleve of garlic. These crocks 
are sealed in clumsy fashion, the com­ 
monest way being with stout brown pa­ 
per, paste aud cord. Fish treated in 
this manner retains its delicacy of Aa- , 
vor, is very white and very appetizing.
